the dispensations of His Providence to inflict 
this scourge upon our lund, that it may 
please Him, in liis mercy.so to meliorate the 
infliction, as to render its effects Jess disas- 
trous among- us, than they have proved among- 
the nations which it has heretofore visited.

The resolution offered by Mr. Clay, was 


taken up for consideration. 


Mr. CLAY ro?e and observed that he had 


only one word to express. The resolution 
had'not been submitted without consultation 
with members of the Senate, whose opinion 
was entitled to more respect than his own.— 
3t was indeed first suggested to him by a 
reverend member of the Clergy, and, after 
deliberate consideration, he. (ilr. C.) thought 
the occasion fit for the recommendation of 
the religious ceremony which the resolution 
contemplated. 
It was the practice of all 


Christian nations, in seasons of general and 
great calamity, to implore Divine Mercy."— 
Of all the pestilential scourges which had 
afflicted our race, the Asiatic Cholera, in 
some of its characteristics, was the most re- 
markable. Its range of operation had been 
more extensive than perhaps any other known 
or recorded, the small pox excepted. It bad 
broken out in Asia, and, after desolating 
some of its fairest portions, penetrated the 
Northern part of Europe, and sweeping over 
a great part of that continent, reached the 
British Channel. " It passed over the British 
Isles, where it raged, but with mitigated se- 
verity. 
We had hoped—vainly it seems ho- 


ped—that the wide expanse of the Atlantic 
ocean, would have been a protecting barrier 
against its ravages in our far distant land.— 
But it has been introduced into America, and. 
if it has not actually entered our territory, it 
now hangs on our borders in its most fright- 
ful form. 


The progress of the extraordinary scourge 


is sometimes marked by apparent caprice.— 
It will approach a city or district of country, 
reconnoitering it as it were, with a military 
eye. suddenly fly off to a distance, leaving the 
inhabitants rejoicing in their escape, and it 
will then unexpected!}- return and pursue its 
work of death. 
It attacks, too,"its victims in 


various ways, despatching some in a few 
hours, whilst, in regard to others, their ex- 
cruciating tortures are prolonged a much 
greater length of time. Hitherto the skill of 
medical science, liberal and enlightened as 
it now is, has been altogether incompetent to 
provide a sure and effective remedy. 


Should the resolution be adopted, said Mr. 


C. the act of the President, in conformity to 
its request, will be merely recommendatory. 
Voluntary as to all, it would be obligatory up- 
on none. There seems to be a peculiar pro- 
priety, on the ground of uniformity, in the 
proposed measure. Already, in different parts 
of the Union, the Clergy of several denomi- 
nations have, it is believed, bad their atten- 
tion turned to the subject 
Different days of 


prayer and humiliation will be probably re- 
commended. It is desirable that the whole 
nation, on the same day, shall present its u- 
nited prayers and supplications to the Throne 
of Mercy. And there can be but little doubt, 
that although there will be nothing coercive 
in the recommendation of the President, 
there will be general acquiescence in it.— 
The measure will be grateful to all pious and 
aH moral men, whether members of religious 
communities oj not. In times of national or 
individual distress, all who suffer feel an irre- 
sistible impulse to appeal to that Being, who 
is alone able to afford adequate relief. " 


I should have hesitated to present tin's res- 


olution, said Mr. C. if it had been unsaucliou- 
ed by precedent. Bin. during the late war, 
a similar resolution was adopted by Congress.- 
at the instance of a member of the House of 
Representatives from Virginia, and President 
Madison issued his recommendation accord- 
ingly. 


It is far from my purpose to excite unne- 


cessary alarm. All dangers appear most for- 
midable at a distance. Even the greatest of 
all terrors, when the awful moment arrives, 
with a mind fortified by philosophical reflec- 
tion, and still more if it. be strengthened bv

ably is, lhat ihe victims most suscepti- 
ble of severe attack (we mean ihe 
drunkards and tipplers, upon whom it 
almost invariably proves fatal,) have 
been swept off: and the physicians, no 
doubt, understand the disease better 
than they did. We presume lo say. 
that we do not overrate the deaths at an 
average of 100 per day for the last ten 
days, which is a frighiful mortality for 
a population of 30 to 35,000. 


We wish we could say, in truth, that 


none but the worthless in our commu- 
nity had fallen victims to this dreadful 
disease; but many families of respecta- 
ble standing have to mourn the loss of 
fathers, mothers, brothers, and sisters, 
•whose lives and habits were most regu- 
lar and temperate.

men, exposed and poorly fed, have 
died.

can tell, however, where the bolt will 
first fall.

during its ten days' visit is terrible e- 
nough-—1,500 deaths in fourteen days, 
in a population of 22,600. 


The black population of the southern 


states are supposed to be particularly 
obnoxious lo the disease. 
Their food 


and habits of life, their wanl of cleanli- 
ness, !kc., resemble, in a great many 
particulars, the Hindoos, among whom 
the Cholera first made its appearance ; 
il was most aw fully destructive, depop 
ulaling whole villages, towns and dis- 
tricts. 
An account is given of the fa- 


lal approach of ihe Cholera in an Indi- 
an village in Canada—in a few clays ihe 
half of them were swept from the fuce 
of the earth. 
People who feed on 


meats, wholesome food, and who an: 
clean and temperate, can resist the dis- 
order much better than those who !i\e 
on rice, corn bread, vegetables and es- 
culents. 
We entertain hopes that w i t h 


the exception of the black and Indian 
population, this fatal scourge will pass 
over us genlly.
